This iu turn has a had effect 
on the condition of goats and the pro- 
duction of meat and mohair. The use 
<jf many bed grounds widely distribut- 
ed over the range aids materially in 
improving the quality and quantity ol 
the forage, reducing the trailing and 
driving of the goats, and securing bet- 
ter growth of goats and mohair. The 
ideal system is to bed the goats wher- 
ever night overtakes them, and it ii 
this system, called the "bedding-out1 
system, thut_ growers of goats are 
urged to adopt whatever practicable. 


The bedding-out system cannot be 


strictly adhered to during kidding, dm- 
dig perirals of stormy winter weather 
-nor just after shearing; but its use a 
other times is practicable and it has 
many advantages. 


Range to be suitable for goats should 


possess a mixture of browse, grasses 
ajid weeds, be free from continue! 
heavy rains and snows, and be wel 
supplied with bed ground!! and water 
ing places. Browse furnishes most o 
the range feed for goats throughout 
the year, so that it should be abundant 
Grass and weeds are necessary foi 
does and kids during the spring and 
summer, and are of considerable valu 
at all times to give variety to the for 
age. 


Plenty of fresh palatable feed has a 


marked beneficial effect on mohair pro 


j duction, growth of the goats, and th 


I propurtiou_of kids raised. It also re- 


There 
fore, instead of overstocking a rang< 
with inferior 
goats, the produce: 


should stock it with the number o 
high-grade goats which it can conserv 
atively carry. 


The range goat should be the large, 


well-built, early maturing Angora, pro 
ducing n large quantity of fine mohair 
The body and chest should he relative- 
ly broad and deep, the back wide and 
straight, the tliighs full, the ribs well 
sprung, and the legs short, strong, and 
set wide apart. Such Angoras make 
possible a substantial revenue froni 
two sources—mohair and meat.

The. does should be uniform, of good 


size, have good constitutions, be good 
producers of mohair, and should pro? 
duce sufficient milk to insure proper 
growth of their kids. The bucks should 
more nearly approximate the ideuj 
than the does. They should be large 
and vigorous and should produce a 
large quantity of high-quality mohair. 
Only those wethers which produce a 
very large, quantity of fine mohair 
should be .retained in the herd after 
they are two years old.

manure, where convenient, is to haul 
li to the field nnd spread it daily, or 
at least every two or three days. In

Concrete Pit Is Ideal.

Such a pit need not entail grea 
expense. A pit three feet deep, twelv 
feel Ion;:, and six feet wide, with walls 
and floors five inches (hick, will serv.e 
the needs .of tiro average farm.

inside form will be needed for such a 
pit, except where the concrete extend 
a few inches above the ground to pre- 
vent flooding by surface water. Th

Another Good Plan. 


Another good way to save manure, 


especially in the case of hogs or of 
beef cattle, is to have a concrete-paved 
feed lot, preferably' under a shed roof. 
Where the farmer cannot afford -a 
paved floor, a cheap open feeding she(i 
may be made to serve the purpose 
very well, if abundant bedding is used 
to absorb the valuable liquid manure, 
in such a feeding lot or shed the ma- 
nure is allowed to gather under the 
feet of the animals, each day's bed- 
ding being strewn over the well- 
tramped accumulation below. 
Some 


fanners nsing tliis system arrange 
their feed Tacks so that they can be 
raised from time to time, making it 
possible to feed till several feet of 
solidly packed manure • has .accumu- 
lated jmder the shed. 
It has been 


shown that manure suffers little from 
healing and leaching when handled in 
this way.

various philanthronjc and eleemosynary 
agencies of any denomination conduct- 
ed their affairs independently of one 
another. Each surveyed its own re- 
stricted territory, prepared a budget 
of money and workers for its own 
purposes and made its own appeal to 
its constituency for support. 


This could only mean that these 


agencies were more or less in com- 
petition with one another; that there 
were waste and duplication of work 
and money, and that among them all 
some work was neglected and some 
denominational resources were entire- 
ly 
overlooked. 
Because 
of their 


specialized training, the leaders of 
each agency regarded 'themselves as 
peculiarly fitted for their tasks, and 
jealously regarded attempts at outside 
interference.

The denominational associa- 
tions have come to be known as "for- 
ward movements," and some thirty of 
them are in existence today. Each one 
has clarified all the information in re- 
lation to the enterprise within the 
denomination, and has reduced the 
business of collecting and spending 
money to a science. 


World-Budget Formed. 


The Interchurch World Movement Is 


simply a plan to do interdenomlnatlon- 
ally what the forward movements 
have done within the various com- 
munions. It means that every denomi- 
national budget will be made in the 
light of world needs instead of in the 
semi-obscurity of incomplete informa- 
tion 
It means that contributions to 


one denomination will not be in waste- 
ful competition -with contributions to 
another because all the fellowships 
will have worked out their program 


t0|The!efunctions of the Interchurch 
World Movement are threefold. First, 
it collects, by means of world surveys, 
all the pertinent "tacts on which de- 
nominational programs may be built. 
Second, it sets up the P™cHcaI ma- 
chinery of co-operation. Third, it acts 
in an advisory capacity -whenever Its 
advice is requested. 
The Movement has nothing to do 


with organic church union or matters 
of creed or doctrine. Each constituent 
unit'prescrves complete autonomy, and 
is bound only so far as it wishes to be 
bound. 
Financial appeals are made 


bv each denomination to its own con- 
stituency. £ny surplus in undesignat- 
ed funds, over and above the actual 
cost of administration, will be prorat- 
ed among the denominations engaged 
in a given financial undertaking. 


An illustration of one thing the 


Movement can do is to be found in a 
western community of 1,600 persons 
in which thirteen denominations have 
been supporting 
iseparate 
churches 


with missionary funds, while an adja- 
cent territory of 50,000 persons has only 
three churches. By seeing that all 
missionary boards are supplied with 
infonnaton in such cases, the Move- 
ment 'will make possible a wiser dis- 
tribution of funds.
